SERMON 
CATHEDRAL, 


AT. AT. ST. JOHN'S 


The. following sermon was sacked by 
the Rey. H. Copley-Moyle, MA, at St. 
Johan's Cathedral on Sunday morning, 
this being the third of a course of four 
Advent sermons; — 


And af thy right eye Sanath thee to 
stumble, pluck it out, and cast it 
from thee, for it is. profitable for thee 
that one. of thy members should 
perish, and not-thy whole hody be 
east into hell. ‘And if thy right hind 
éauseth .thee to stumble, cut it off 


should perish, and not thy whole body 
be cast: into hell—S." Marturw, v., 
80.110. - 


On these Sunday mornings in Advent 
wo are thinking of the Four.Last Things. 
Wo have thought of Death and Judgment 
and to-day our subject- is Hell. Before 
we go any further let us try to le clear 
as to the meaning’ ‘af the word. ‘In the 
Bible there are three words which differ 
in meaning very. much from: each other, 
but which are all translated into English 
in the agothorised Version of the Bible, 
by, the word hell, The first of these, 
words is the. Hebrew word Sheol, which 
means the grave or the state of the de- 
parted generally. In ‘the new Testament 
there are two words Hades and Gchenna, 
both of which are translated by the word 
“hell” ia the Authorised Version of the 
Bible, but ia the Revised Version the first 


‘word is uot translated, but is kept in 


English while the second word is always 


the dense alter death.. It was ‘to 


Hades that the Spirit of Jesus’ ‘Christ 
went after His Crucifixion, so wheu we 
say in the Creed.‘ He descended into 
Tell’ the mean He went to ‘Hades, In 
the parable of the Rich man‘aid Lazitras, 
the rich man goes to Hades, and it is 
from there that he prayed. Of the Hell 
which. represents the word Gehcans we 
are told very. little in the Scriptures, and 
it is not nientioned in either the Apostles’ 
or the Nicene Creed.,, The word Gehonna, 
cones from the ‘name of a valley, Ge- 
Hinnom, on the west of Jerusalem. It 
was there that tradition said the awful 
worship of Molich had’ been carried out, 
so the pious King Josiah had it defiled 


and after his time it became the place }: 
for the burning of the refuse of Jeru- 


alem-and-of-dead-bedies of animals and 
of criminals. The Jews graduall} took 
the word Gehenna as 2 synonym for the 
place of punishment, and as the.idea of 
life after death became generally accept- 
ed amongst the Jews, Gehenna
